Publicity as a weapon for the destruc- 
‘tion of the bridge arbitrary was advo- 
cated by Isaac H. Sawyer, president of 


the Advertising Men’s League and 
vicq-chairman of the Shippers’ Commit- 
tee appointed to confer with the rail- 
roads for the removal of the bridge 
tolls, at the meeting of the league at 
Lippe’s, at noon, Tuesday.

Healy Destroyed Tickets. 
Finally a subcommittee of two was 


appointed to wait upon Creecy with a 
final. demand for a settlement. Creecy 
is said to have heard of the appoint- 
ment of the committee and to have an- 
ticipated their visit by sending $254 and 
a number of unsold tickets te Healy. - 

Healy was asked by the Executive 
Commitee, the board was informed, how 
many unsold tickets Creecy returned. 
Healy is said to have replied: 

“Oh, I don’t know. They came in a 
bunch of other ‘ickets and I destroyed 
them,” 

But what the Police Board considered 
the most serious charge, technically, 
against Creecy, was that of suppressing 
a police report recording an accident in 
which one of the police automobiles, in 
which Healy, his wife, Martin J. Gal- 
lagher and two actresses, was badly 
damaged by running into a telegraph 
post and then colliding with another 
machine. 

Creecy, on Friday, admitted to a Post- 
Dispatch reporter that he remembered 
receiving the report. He said he did 
not forward it to the Police Board be- 
cause he “did not think the occurrence 
of any ithportance.” 


Auto Wreck After Wine Supper: 


‘The accidents occurred. about 3 a. m. 
on June 25, 190. In the automobile 
were the receipts for the police benefit 
of that year, which Healy was convey- 
ing to the Magnolia Avenue Police 
Station.

When it came, it 
detailed the full circumstances of Hea- 
ly’s presence, the members of his party, 
their night’s entertainment, and the ac- 
cldents which they encountered. This 
report never reached the Police Board, 
and the commissioners were compelled to 
learn of it by a roundabout method. One 
police officer said, Tuesday: 

“There never was a chief in the his- 
tory of the department who suppressed 
@ report who was not eventually dis- 
missed from the foree. Nothing could 
be more destructive of discipline.

He placed it in the hands of the Central Unemployed 
Body for London—an organization something like the 
St. Louis Brotherhood Welfare Association. Up to 
that time, the London hoboes;/had had to be content 
with “resolving” that they would like to be farmers; 
and doubtless their resolves were received with « 
good deal of incredulity. 

But there are now at constant work on the Fels 
colony land 80) of these men, who are gradually be- 
ing evolved into market gardeners and useful citizens. 
The men are sent to the colony on trial for eight 
weeks, and if they show aptitude for agricultural 
work, they are kept for a further term.

The interdecennial state censuses 
taken since -1900 show that during the 
present decade the Western States have 
been growing more slowly than pre- 
viously and more slowly than many of 
the Hastern States. Thus, according to 
the state censuses of 1905, the rate of in- 
crease for Kansas was only 6 per cent, 
for. Michigan 4, for Wisconsin, 8, for 
Wyoming 10 and Minnesota and South 
Dakota 13; while the increase for Massa- 
chusetts was 7 per cent, for New York 
ll, New Jersey 14 and Rhode Island 4. 
In Iowa there was a decrease of 6 per 
cent from 1900. Apparently the West as 
a whole will do little more than hold its 
own in representation, while the great 
industrial states ef the East, like New 
York, Pennsylvania, New Jersey and 
Massachusetts, seem certain to make 
important gains.
